French bonds failed to duplicate 
yesterday's striking pertormance, 
Which carried a dozen of these issues 
to new high records, but a lively de- 
mand was still evident for the rail- 
road liens and the National Steam- 
ship Ts. Italian 7s crossed 92 to 
the highest price since the dissolu- 
tion of the loan syndicate. 

Domestic railroad issues, after an 
arly period of irregularity, strength- 
ened foward the close, with special 
strength shown by Louisville & Nash- 
ville, Northern Pacifie, lowa Central, 
Illinois Central znd Minneapolis & 
St. Paul mortgages. New York Cen- 
tral 31-2s and International Great 
Northern adjustment 6s were heavy. 

The announcement of an oversub- 
<eription for the 835,000,000 United 
States treasury note issue had a 
steudying influence on the government 
bond list, although it failed to arouse 
any exceptional buying activity. 

Reports were current in investment 
circles that an $18,000,000 bond _ is- 
sue for the Canada steamship lines 
would soon appear in the market.
